WILL ASK FOR WOMEN NURSES 
IN HOSPITAL.

Police Surgeons Declare Female 
Help le Needed in Emergency in- 
stitution and Council Will Be Re- 
quested to Have Three Appointed, 
Owing to Order issued by Chief. 


The last act in the divoreing of the 
City Jail and the Receiving Hospital 
took place when Chief of Police Gallo- 
way last night, issued an order pro- 
hibiting the police matrons from going 
into the hospital to look after female 
patients, 

In order to make up for the lack of 
women about the hospital, the City 
Council, at ite next meeting, will be 
asked to provide for the employment 
of two female nurses in the Receiving 
Hospital, in addition te the three male 
nurses already employed. It is con- 
templated, if the request is granted, to 
have one of the three male nurses on 
duty to ride out on ambulance calls. 

Under the old régime, when the Re- 
ceiving Hospital eccupied a wing of 
the jail building, it was the custom, 
when a woman patient was brought in, 
to have the police matron on duty 
summoned. The operatin,; oms and 
wards of the hospital were thin call 
of the jail office, and the m. ron ‘vas 
easily reached whenever needed in her 
own department. 

Since the hospital has been removed 
to the Hill street building, hewever 
the officials say that it has been found 
extremely disadvantageous to send the 
matrons away from théir duties to the 
hospital, where they could only sit be- 
side the female patients or furnish 
more or less sympathy to the sufferers 
on the operating table, as none of the 
matrons are qualified nurses, ~ 

The arrangement contemplated is to 
nurses, although it 
was stated by one of the surgeons last 
night that two would su „ these 


in the morning until midnight. It fs 
sald that from midnight to 8 o'clock 
there is but little to do im the hospital 
and the presence of a female nurse 
woulld not be required as much a¢ 
during the other two watches. 

The sending of nurses out on ambu- 
lance calls will also be an innovati 
as heretofore police officers have bee 
in sole charge of patients from the 
Place at which they were picked up 
until they reached the operating room. 
This lack of killed nurses has been 
felt for years, but there was only one 
nurse on each watch, and it was im-

The male nurses now on duty are W. 
G. Johnson, Charles Whitehead and 
John Morgan, each of whom has had 
long experience. The surgeons are out- 
spoken in their praise of these nurses 
as thoroughly competent and consci- 
entious workers, and it was stated last 
night that the employment of the fe- 
male nurses would not result in the 
dismissal of any of them.

WOMAN WHO WON LEGAL FIGHT 
AS WIDOW, DIES.

Decision in Fever of Mrs. Koefeed 
Only Made Last Week—Fought for 
Recogriition as Relict of Old Man 
Whe Had Been Declared Mentally 
Incompetent. 


Almost coincident with the signing of

R. ROOSEVELT IN EUROPE, 

Surely the heart of every patriotic American 
must throb with pride as we read of the extraordi- 
nary honors paid to former President Roosevelt at 
every European capital in which he happens to be 
visiting. 

Never since Benjamin Franklin was Minister to 
France in the days of the American Revolution has 
any American approached, as to honors conferred 
upon him, the case of President Roosevelt of today. 
It is well known that Franklin in the time of the 
Revolutionary struggle was the best-known man in 
all Europe. He was, when all is said of his time, 
the most typical American of his day, and perhaps 
Was never matched again until the days of Abra- 
ham Lincoln. In write a letter from Paris to 
his daughter he used words something like these: 
“Your old father has to behave himself here in 
Europe, for if he were to do anything disgraceful 
or wrong, his face is so well known from miniature 
representations in every capital in Europe that it 


would be impossible for him to hide from the of- 


ficers of the law.” 

This was the mote remarkable as republics were 
less tolerable to the European mind than they are 
today. France is now trying the republicgn form 
of government the third time, and European mon- 
archs have learned that a republic can exist on 
their own continent without tottering over all the 
thrones and snatching the crowns from the heads 
of all the monarchs. But Franklin was much ad- 
mired by the King of France, Louis XVI, known 
by his people ‘as the Well Beloved. 

We can understand the President of the French 
Republic meeting on exactly equal terms the former 
President, of the United States in this case of a 
visit to the French republic.
